NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 9th March, 1979 

S O, 128 (E). —In exercise of powers conferred by section 
17 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 
1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Export of Jute Pro¬ 
ducts (Inspection) Rules, 1970, namely :— 

1. (1)—These rules may be called the Export of Jute 
Products (Inspection) (Amendment) Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Export of Jute Products (Inspection) Rules. 
1970 ;— 

(a) for rule 4, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“4. Packing and Marking.—The materials manufactur¬ 
ed by exercising quality control measures as per 
control referred to under rule 3 shall be packed as 
per the requirements, if any, laid down in the 
standard specifications and marked with the follow¬ 
ing information :— 

(a) Name of manufacturer and/or registered trade 
mark, if any 

(b) Bale/roll number 

(c) Gross weight 

(d) Net weight 

(c) Name of the materia) 

(f) Quantity 

(g) Any other information required by the lav 
in force in India and the importing country”; 

(b) for rule 3, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

"5. Affixation of stamp.—Evcry bale/roll of the material 
packed and marked in accordance with the rule 
4 shall be stamped by the manufacturing mill with 
the s'amp approved for the purpose by the 
Council”; 

(c) for rule 6, the following rule shall be substituted, 

namely :— 

“6. Procedure for inspection :— 

(1) The exporter/mill intending to export jute pro¬ 
ducts shall give intimation in writing of his 
intention so to do and submit along with such 
intimation a declaration of the specifications 
stipulated in the contract relating to such export 
to the nearest office of the Agency. He shall 
also submit along with such intimation a dec¬ 
laration that the consignment of jute products 
has been manufactured by exercising quality 
control measures as per control referred to 
under rule 3 and that the consignment con¬ 
form to the requirements of the specifications 
recognised for the purpose. 

(2) The exporter/mill shall also furnish to the 
nearest office of the Agency the Identifica¬ 
tion marks applied on each bale/roll of 
the consignment. 

(3) Every intimation and declaration under sub-rule 
' 1) shall reach the nearest office of the Agency 
not less than 3 days prior to the despatch of 
the ^ consignment from the manufacturer's 
premises. 
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(4) On receipt of intimation and declaration under 
sub-rale (1), the Agency, on satisfying itself 
that the jute products have been manufactured 
as per requirements of rule 3 and the instruc¬ 
tions, if any, issued by the Export Ins¬ 

pection Council in this regard have been observ¬ 
ed, shall issue a certificate declaring the con¬ 
signment as export-worthy”; 

(d) for rule 7, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“7. Facilities for test.—-The mill shall provide all 
facilities required for the sampling and testing in 
accordance with the scheme": 

(e) for rule 8, the following rule shall be substituted, 

namely ;—- 

”8. Place of inspection,—inspection of jute pro¬ 

ducts for the purpose of these rules shall be tarried 
out at the premises of the mills”; 

(f) for rule 9, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

"9, Inspection fee.—Fees at the following rates shall 
be paid as inspection fees for inspection of jute 
products :—• 

fi) Carpet backing Rs 3 75 per metric ton. 

(ii) Hessian cloth/bag Rs. 3 30 per metric ton. 

(iii) Sacking cloth/ Rs. 1.65 per metric ton. 

bag others"; 


fg) for rule 10, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely 1 — 

“10. Consignmentwise inspection.—If at any time, the 
manufacturing mill fails to implement inprocess 
quality conlro) in accordance with >he pioyiions 
of rule 3 to 5 above due to any reason, pre-shipment 
inspection shall be carried cut on a consignment- 
wise basis in accordance wi h instructions issued by 
the Council in this regard and the inspection fee 
for such inspection would be charged at double 
the rates specified under rule 9"; 

(h) for rule 11, the following rule shall he substituted, 
namely :— 

“11. Appeal.(1)—Any person aggrieved by the refusal 
of the Agency to issue a certificate under rule 
6(41 and rule 10. may within ten days of the re¬ 
ceipt of the communication of such refusal, prefer 
an appeal to a panel of experts consisting of not 
less than three persons, as may be constituted for 
the purpose by the Central Government 

(2) The quorum of the panelshal I be three. 

(3) The decision of the panel on such appeal shall be 

final” ;
